had 
gathered 
at

French's "Miners' Retreat" on the 
North Fork of the Yuba, just above 
Oreville, to have a good time and to 
keep alive the memories of the old 
home which they hoped to see soon 
after they had made their pile. • The 


oys were all in love with Molly, for 
he was the only woman living out- 
ide of Oreville for many miles. If 
a miner lay sick in his cabin, Molly 
didn't mind a tramp through a blind- 
ng snowstorm to help the sufferer; 
he would tidy up the cabin and cook 
ome nice little dainty dish that a 
;ick man could eat, and as long as 
her help was needed she was always 
on hand. 


When Jim French was killed on his 


claim by a falling rock a party of 
miners chipped in a hundred dollars 
each; they bought out the old Fan- 
.haw placer and fitted it up in first- 
ate style, they christened it "Min- 
ers' Retreat," and gave it to Molly; 
several months after, as this was the 
first Christmas eve that eame since 
Molly had become mistress of the 
manse, she promised the boys a tur- 
key dinner. Now any man could talk 
turkey anywhere between Cape Cod 
and the Rio Grande without fear of 
future punishment and was skirmish- 
ing around in that happy land where 
turkeys do fly and where there is 
plenty of milk and honey. But it 
was different in the early days in the 
mountains of California; gold was

ed the island over to the Cuban gov- 
ernment. 
All of the 
natives are 


thoroughly in accord with the Ameri- 
can settlers in their opposition to the 
Cuban carpet-bag officials who are 
sent to govern this little ocean para- 
dise, about the size of Rhode Island. 
Now the Americans have lost all 
hope of the treaty insuring American 
possession to be passed by the Sen- 
ate; they have organized a secret clan 
exactly on the line of the Klu Klur 
with the object of warning, deport- 
ing, and if necessary burying Cuban 
officials.

Supt. Muir followed, in which he said 
it was gratifying to find that teach- 
ers are beginning to use common 
sense in teaching arithmetic and not 
going over the questions to simply 
get the answer. 
The speaker then 


attacked that class of teachers who 
are discovering the panacea for all 
troubles and are putting emphasis on 
fancy methods. Then he referred to 
the teacher who makes use of all that 
has been learned in arithmetic. 
It is just as necessary to learn 


arithmetic as reading. 
This is es- 


pecially true in Pennsylvania be- 
cause it is an industrial state. Prof. 
Muir then spoke of teachers who 
discovered methods to make difficul- 
ties easy for the pupil. He advised 
the teachers to beware of those new 
schemes. 
Number is not too diffi- 
cult, for children are anxious to know 
the number of the pages in the read- 
ers and that they enter school capa- 
ble of memorizing the simple combi- 
nations. 
Try to follow the business 


process in arithmetic. He then pre- 
sented the plan followed in the pri- 
mary schools of Johnstown, explain- 
ing the drill work in addition and 
subtraction." In subtraction the ad- 
dition method is emphasized. 
In 


conclusion, Prof. Muir advised the 
teachers to arrange their work prop- 
erly on the board and examine the 
work handed in by the pupils. 


A music drill followed, after which 


Dr. Lowden discussed 


Literary Instincts in the Child. 
By instinct we mean lines of cleav- 


age, which we nominate natural ten- 
dencies. The literary life of the child 
begins with the first cry. 
There is 


nothing in the animal equal to the 
voice. 
A German philosopher said, 


"The voice is the man." 
Hemming 


said "The first cry of the child is 
heavenly music." 
Kant said, "The 


first cry of the child is the cry of 
wrath." 
The speaker then consid- 


ered that the first cry is the evidence 
of contact with the external world. 
The first cry of the child is the cry 
of protection. The child's first sounds: 
are vowel, and later the consonants, 
which are mouth sounds. At the end 
of twenty months the child comes in- 
to possession of words me and my. 
Here the property instinct develops 
and the basis of number work. 
At 


the age of three, memory and imagi- 
nation; this is when the literary life 
begins. 
In reference to the rhythm, Dr. 


Lowden spoke of children loving to 
beat a drum or hammer on a pan. 
Children dislike poetry because too 
difficult selections are required of 
them. The pedagogy of child life is 
that they can understand only that 
which they can experience. Then the 
speaker emphasized the study of 
myths because they are philosophy of 
the 
profoundest 
kind. 
"Teachers 


Dr. Stetson then took up the subject, 


"The Big Four." 


After illustrations, by story, that 


we should not fall asleep too soon 
after we enter our profession, Dr. 
Stetson said there are some people 
who have the notion that teacher, 
children, school house and apparatus 
constitute a school. He then defined 
the Big Four as the mother, father, 
the teacher and public opinion. All 
these must work together to make a 
school. 


After Intermission Miss Steck re- 


cited "The Star Spangled Banner." 


"The Teacher in the Teaching 


Spirit and Out of It," was ably dis- 
cussed by Prof. Lowden. "Alas, for 
the man who never sees God in the 
burning bush and never feels that he 
stands on holy ground!'" Some peo- 
ple never feel the spirit of the forces 
they are in the presence of. Mam- 
moth Cave is only a hole in the 
ground to the person who does not 
appreciate what is in it. 
He then 


spoke of the boy entering the high 
school. He can be inspired under the 
artistic touch of a skilful teacher. He 
then urged the teachers to teach un- 
derstandingly. 
The address was 


largely devoted to the point that 
teachers should aim to find one good 
point in the child and develop that 
one if only one can be found.

Frank Dixon, was a masterful dis- 
cussion of a live, topic.

Dr. Stetson was called home on ac- 


count of the sickness of his wife, 


The Art of Questioning 


This subject has a far-reaching Im- 


port. 
The reason we have opposing 


testimony in the court is because men 
thoroughly honest have not been 
trained to observe and note closely 
what they 
experience.

many questions asked that are ab- 
normal which tend to make the child 
guess and, eventually, tell lies. The' 
present is colored by the past, which 
is likely to influence the child's obser- 
vations. We ought to make an effort 
to see things as they really are; we 
should respect the past, live in the 
present and anticipate the future. 
Children are much more prone to 


say yes than to say no. Normal ques- 
tions are not suggestive and if you 
want the straight-forward truth, use 
the normal question. 
All teaching 


should be suggestive, but our ques- 
tions should not contain a suggestion. 
We should get the pxipfls to hear and 
see things as they. are. Louis Agassiz 
laid the foundation for his scientific 
work by making accurate observa- 
tions. 
Socrates was the first great teach- 


er but we are prone- to misuse his 
methods. 
Socrates taught 
young 


men and not children. 
Jesus taught 


in parables and taugjtt that people 
might understand, while those whom 
Socrates taught often went away cori- 
fused- 
Try to get the goal within 


the child, and he will be more 


au up-to-date, efficient and economi- 
cal system of education.

I have no doubt bul that it has 


>een some time since you have had 
occasion to study the geography of 
eastern Asia, and especially of the 
Philippine Islands, and you will find, 
I hope, these geographical allusions 
at least an aid in refreshing your 
memory. 


The Philippine Archipelago lies 
between the 4th and 22nd degrees of 
north latitude, extending over about 
18 degrees, or 
1,200 miles, from 
north to south. (Or, in other words, 
"f these islands were along the At- 
anlic coast they would reach from 
rfaine to Florida.) 
They lie east of 


.he China Sea, south of Formosa 
(now a part of Japan) and northeast 
of British Borneo. Their greatest 
width in the southern part is about 
500 miles, or a third of the distance 


om New York to Liverpool. 
The Archipelago is said to contain 


about 1,500 islands.; of course many 
of these are very small and of no 
great importance. 
Luzon, at the 
north, and Mindanao, at the south, 
are the two largest and most im- 
portant islands of the Archipelago. 
Fhese two islands are of about equal 
size; each has an area of about 40,- 
000 square miles, or nearly the same 
as the stale of Pennsylvania. There 


hemp, banana or pineapple pluU.

plans will provide for a canal 1,000 
feet wide on the two &ea level 
stretches, narrowing to 500 feet on 
the lock sections, and to 200 feet 
through four miles of the famous 
Culebra cut. The total cost will be 
in the neighborhood of $10,000,000.

tle with. Judge Lindsay was daunt- 
ed by no ordinary or even extraordi- 
nary difficulties. 
He stood taunts 
and insinuations, defeated intrigues 
and faced organizations and combina- 
tions set to rob society of its rights, 
but he is the victor, and his name is 
the watchword today on the battle- 
line of juvenile reform. 


I started out to offer some .sort of

Dear Sir- — I enclose you a descrip- 
tion of the new state capitol of Min- 
nesota. In my next letter I will give 
you a full description of Minnesota 
and its wonderful resources. 


The New Capitol of Minnesota 
Since I arrived in the west, wher- 
ever and whenever 1 have been intro- 
duced to any person, as a citizen of 
Pennsylvania, the first question asked 
me was In regard to the extensive 
graft in the erection of our new state 
capitol; and also in regard to the 
prevalence of graft in the cities of 
Philadelphia and Pittsburg. Often I 
have lowered my head in humiliation 
and shame, only saying that the peo- 
ple were not participants in the igno- 
minious thieving of the corrupt po- 
litical gang. 
I fear this charge of 
graft will adhere as a foul blot on 
the hitherto unblemished name of 
Pennsylvania unless a thorough and 
bona fide legislative investigation of 
the whole matter shall disprove the 
charge; or in the event that the 
charge shall be sustained, all guilty 
persons, high or low, without excep- 
tion, be convicted and imprisoned to 
the full extent of the law. 


At the kind invitation of A. T. 


Ankeny, Esq., who was formerly a 
citizen of Somerset, Pa., a law stu- 
dent under the late lamented Jere- 
miah S. Black, and long a resident of 
Minneapolis, I visited the new capitol 
of Minnesota, in St. Paul. It is not 
as large as the new capitol of Penn- 
sylvania but I fully believe that in 
the quality of the utensils used, in 
the architectural plans and in the 
beauty and elegance of style, it will 
compare very favorably with it. 
It 
was built for $4,000,000, the sum ap- 
propriated by the Legislature, "which 
covers the entire cost of the building, 
including the grounds, paintings and 
furnishings." M. Cass Gilbert of St. 
Paul was the architect. The commis- 
sioners, 
who 
superintended 
its 
erection, received no compensation 
and' there has not been even a whis- 
per of graft, by any one, in 'relation 
to its construction. 
This magnificent capitol stands on 
an elevation, probably fifty feet above 
the street, and is approached with a 
•wide granite stairway and an open1 
vestibule. In order that my readers 
nay have some correct conception of 
the grandeur, ia appearance, of the 
structure, I will give a condensed and 
partial description from the "State 
Souvenir." The exterior of the build- 
tog is of Georgia marble, the sub- 
structure of Minnesota gray' granite.

Court Room there are four paintings 
by John LaFarge, representing "The 
History or Evolution of Law." 
The 


first represents Moses on Mount Sinai 
receiving the law; the second, en- 
titled "The Adjustment of Conflicting 
Interests"; the third, Socrates talk- 
ing to his friends and explaining to 
them the Greek law; the fourth, 
"The Regarding of Precedents," rep- 
resenting Confucius, etc. The paint- 
ing over the stairway to the entrance 
to the room is by Cox, representing 
law. 
The figure in the centre repre- 
sents "Contemplation" or "Thought," 
the one on the right is "Law" and 
on the left is "Letters " 
During my visit to the capitol I 
had the pleasure of an introduction 
to the Governor, John A. Johnson. 
He is tall and rather slender, weigh- 
ing perhaps 180 pounds and is about 
48 years of age. 
He is of Scandi- 
navian ancestry. 
He was very cor- 


dial in his greeting and affable in 
his conversation. As soon as he saw 
us he said, "How are you, Ankeny?" 
and to a by-stander, "How are you, 
Charlie?' 
He Is a self-made man 


and when a mere boy he worked hard 
to help support his mother and a 
large family; at the same time he 
educated himself. 
He became a 
printer, a journalist, and finally Gov- 
ernor of Minnesota. He has proven 
himself an able man, a wise and 
honest politician and a statesman of 
considerable ability. At this time he 
is considered the most popular man 
in the state; there Is no one that 
can defeat him. Twice he has been 
elected Governor with a majority 
8,000, in the face of a Republican 
majority In the state of 200,000. It 
is said he is quite as eloquent as Mr. 
Bryan. 
He Id looming up, in the 
Northwest, as a possible candidate 
for the Presidency, but not of his 
seeking. 
I was also introduced to Supt. 


Olson, who has charge of the School 
Department of the state. He, also, 
waa pleasant and cordial in his man- 
ner and conversation. I was inform- 
ed that he stands very high as an 
educator. 
I was greatly . gratified 


when he told me that he considered 
Dr. N. C. Schaeffer, Superintendent of 
Public Instruction, as the most able, 
efficient and best equipped superin- 
tendent of schools in the United. 
States.
